The rocket killed two Ameri­ 
cans and wounded 21. Eight of 
these were m em bers of the 4th 
Battalion, 47th Infantry’, which 
is scheduled to fly to the United 
States Sunday. 
It will be the second 8uo-man 
battalion of the 9th Div ision to 
leav e under President Nixon’s 
order to cut U.S. troop strength 
by 25,000 men by the end of Au­ 
gust. 
At about the sam e time, the 
9lh Marine Regimental Landing 
Team will begin mov ing from 
near the demilitarized zone to 
Quang Tri in central Vietnam 
before boarding ships for Okina­ 
wa.

1 American Killed, 7 Hurt 


SAIGON (AP) — An enemy 
rocket fired into a 9th Division 
processing 
center killed one 
American soldier and wounded 
seven just three days before

home, the U.S. Command said 
today. 
The command said the So­ 
viet-built 107mm rocket explod­ 
ed Thursday afternoon near the 
center at Dong Tam. 
The rocket killed two Ameri­ 
cans and wounded 21.

It will be the second 800-man 
battalion of the 9th Division to 
leave under President Nixon’s 
order to cut U.S. troop strength 
by 25,000 men by the end of Au­ 
gust.

McIntyre, D-N.H., is pushing 
the other amendment to permit 
deployment of radar and com­ 
puter elements while barring 
the missiles. 
These amendments also were 
rejected Friday by the Penta­ 
gon. A spokesman said Secre­ 
tary of Defense Melvin R. Laird 
wished to express his “ unquali­ 
fied support for the Safeguard 
proposal as submitted by the 
President to Congress.” 
The spokesman, Jerry Fried* 
helm, replied “that is correct'’ 
when asked if Laird opposes a 
compromise. 
During this first week of de­ 
bate on the $20 billion military 
procurement authorization bill, 
which contains $759.1 million for 
Safeguard, there was no appar­ 
ent efforts to try to work out an 
amendment that would fall be­ 
tween the Cooper-Hart and Mc­ 
Intyre proposals. Some senators 
see this as the most likely route 
to a successful compromise.

the limitations that should be 
observed in the percentage of 
wheat included in concentrate 
mixtures. 
Wheat should be considered 
as a substitute for some of the 
shelled corn that would nor* 
mally be in the mixture. Wheat 
and shelled com are similar in 
content of minerals, crude fiber 
and total digestible nutrients 
(TDN). 
The 
varieties 
of 
soft red 
winter wheat commonly grown 
in Ohio, however, contain 10.2 
per cent crude protein rather 
than the 8.8 per cent to 8.6 per 
cent 
crude protein found in 
shelled com. Therefore, when 
wheat is substituted for shelled 
com in a concentrate mixture, 
less high protein supplement

i year, yet ranks fifth in the 
world, well behind Russia which 
stands first with an 
annual 
production of 20 billion pounds, 
or more than a third of the 
560 billion pound world crop. 
Much of the Russian crop 
is 
consumed in liquid form — 
vodka is an international drink 
— and some is used for animal 
feed. Much of the East Ger­ 
many, 
West 
Germany 
and 
Poland 
crops, 
which 
rank 
between Russia and the U.S. in 
size, is used for animal food. 
The word “potato” is believed 
to be derived front the Spanish 
discoverers' 
understanding 
of 
tho South American Indians’ 
name for the plant, papa or 
patata. Our cultivated plant of 
today 
comes 
from 
South 
America, having originated in 
the Andes, most likely in Chile. 
The 
white 
discoverers 
of 
Peru, Ecuador, und Chile were 
so busy looking for precious 
metals and stones they failed 
to recognize the potential value 
of 
the 
potato 
and 
other 
vegetables 
then 
unknown, 
in 
their home countries, and failed 
to even 
record definite facts 
about thetfi in their journals. 
Many wild species of the 
potato plant grow in the cool 
parts of Peru, Bolivia, and in 
Ecuador, 
but 
they 
seem 
generally more distantly related 
to our potato than do those 
which are now found along the 
coast and islands af mid-eouth- 
ern Chile. There is a belief that 
the Incas improved tile wild, 
bitter potato of Peru and made 
it one of tile mainstays of their 
diet. Another theory is that lie 


potato known to the incas w'as 
carried up into the Peru-Bolivia 
- Ecuador region from Chile in 
prehistoric times by tribes who 
preceded the Incas.

Indians 
of

country of Peru still use their 
ancient method of dehydrating 
potatoes. They sun-dry them, 
after first freezing them at the 
higher levels, so they can be 
kept from one harvest to the 
next. They are then pounded 
into flour or cooked whole. 
Both Sir John Hawkins and 
Sir Walter Raleigh are credited 
with being first to take the 
potato to 
Ireland, 
where 
it 
became so important that it is 
still known, even in our country, 
as the “ Irish potato.” Irish 
immigrants brought it to New 
England in 1719, and when tile 
late blight disease of potato in 
1846-47 caused serious famine in 
Ireland, thousands of families 
followed 
their potato to the 
United States.

if constant protein and energy 
composition of the formula is 
to be maintained, high protein 
supplement used in the formula 
should be reduced and replaced 
by high energy ingredients like 
the grains or feed grade fat.

A Disaster Area 


COLUMBUS, Ohio (AP)—The 
office of Sen. William B. SaXbc 
of Ohio in Washington was ad­ 
vised by the Small Business 
Administration Friday that it 
had declared the entire state of 
Ohio a disaster area as a re­ 
sult of last weekend’s storm and 
floods. 
The administration said loan 
applications would he taken, 
starting immediately in the reg­ 
ional administration offices in 
Cleveland and Columbus. 
The reason the entire state 
was placed under the disaster 
area designation, although only 
northern Ohio and a few central 
portions of the state suffered 
severe damage, is that it would 
take too long for a county-by- 
county breakdown of losses suf­

In 1968, corn stands averaged 
a little over 15,000 plants on 
Ohio farms and in 1969 they 
were over 17,000. This was the 
first noticeable jump in plant 
stands in the last five years. . 
“This is still 3,000 to 8,000 
plants 
less 
than 
is 
recom­ 
mended 
for 
most 
hybrids,” 
Shepherd declares, “And this 
tends to reduce yield potential 
and profit in com production 
on Ohio farms.” 
To check your plant stand, 
one simple way is to measure 
off the length of row equal to 
1-1000 of an acre. Count the 
number of stalks and multiply 
by 1,000. Check several sections 
of row and take the average. 
* * * 


YOU can measure off 1-1000 
of an acre as follows: for 40- 
inch rows, 13 feet I inch equals 
1000 of an acre; for 30-inch 
rows, 17 feet 4 inches equals 
1-1000 of an acre; and for 20- 
inch rows, 26 feet 2 inches 
equals 1-1000 of an acre. 
For rows narrower than 40 
inches, add 4 inches of length 
for each inch the row width is 
less than 40 inches. 
For rows wider than 40 in­ 
ches, subtract 4 inches of length 
for each inch the row width is 
more than 40 inches 
this 
table is in the Ohio Agronomy 
Guide, 
available 
from 
your 
County Extension Office. 
The important thing is to 
remember 13 feet I inch for 
40-inch rows and adjust by 4 
inches of length each I inch 
difference in width. 
More than 300 hybrids are 
listed in the Agronomy Guide 
with their recommended plant 
stands for narrow and standard 
row width. 
Some common problems in 
obtaining an adequate stand are 
suggested by the agronomist: 
The most important factor is 
not dropping enough seed in the 
first place. There is usually 
about a 15 per cent loss in 
emergence from the seed drop. 
So the planter should be set 
to drop IO to 20 per cent more 
seed than the desired stand. 
Fit propel’ plate for the seed 
and check actual drop with the 
planter manual. Errors have 
been found as high as a 1-3 
difference.

that bikes were rising in popu­ 
larity, after seeing once slug­ 
gish neighbors pedalling rather 
lhan driving to the station and 
flocks of youngsters 
v/inging 
along in multicolored “ high ris­ 
ers.’’ 
The sales figures are prob 
ably a bit higher than 
yow 
guesses. 
As recently as I960, about 3.6 
million bikes were sold. By 1967 
the figure had leaped to 6 mil­ 
lion. It surged to 7.5 million last 
year and is expected to rise 12 
per cent to 8.4 million in 1969. 
The swing to bikes has at 
least two origins: old age and 
youth. 
Dr. Paul Dudley White and 
others promoted the idea that 
pedalling was a wonderful form 
of exercise even for the elderly, 
and now thousands of miles of 
paths are appearing in cities 
that long had ignored the needs 
of cyclists.

youngsters. Seven years ago the

rests. 
The 
most popular 
bike 
in 
America now is the high riser. 
That’s the one with the high 
handlebars, elevated seat, back 
support or “sissy bar.’’ and 
small wheels that make for ma­ 
neuverability. It accounts for 75 
per cent of sales. 


However, for the adult who 
fears a fall, a tri-wheeler also is 
selling well. This is a conven­ 
tional vehicle in most ways ex­ 
cept for double wheels in the 
rear, along with a basket for 
carrying groceries or a brief 
case. 
All this has begun to push up 
prices, of course. A high riser 
costs a minimum of about 835, 
and the addition of accessories 
can push up the price to 880 or 
so—even more if exotic parts 
are piled on. 
And. as any product becomes 
more complex, so also does the 
servicing. As many fathers have 
learned in recent months, it can 
he a maddening job to chance a 
tire when the gear box and tor­ 
sion soring seat suspension are 
in the way.

A Navy spokesman said Fri­ 
day aircraft from the attack 
carrier Independence moved in­ 
to the shadowing operation that 
already included the U.S. radar 
picket ship Thomas J. Gary and 
planes from bases in Maryland 
and Maine. 
The spokesman said the eight 
Soviet ships 
were about 260 
miles southeast of Jacksonville 
at midmorning, moving in a 
southwesterlv direction. 
This position would be less 
than 600 miles from Cuba where 
the task force is expected July 
20. 
The USS Independence was 
about 80 miles from Jackson­ 
ville on a previously scheduled 
training mission. Tts aircraft in­ 
clude Vigilante jet reconnais­ 
sance planes with two crewmen 
each and radar-domed Hawk 
eyes, 
propeller-driven 
planes 
carrying five-man crews.

Slump In Stocks 
Worries Brokers, 
End Not Sighted

NEW YORK (AP) — “Ifs 
rough, very rough now,” a lead­ 
ing Wall Street broker says of 
the stock market slump that has 
erased an estimated $100 billion 
from the value of stocks in the 
last two months. 
The 
market 
Thursday 
suf­ 
fered its worst beating in four 
consecutive days of decline and 
hit another 1969 low. It has been 
on the skids since reaching its 
1969 high May 14. 
“Once the slide gets going it 
sort 
of 
gathers 
momentum. 
There’s no w ay to tell how far it 
will go,” said the broker, Eldon 
A. Grimm, senior vice president 
of Walston & Co. 
“There is a lot of cash on the 
sidelines but investors apparent­ 
ly are waiting to see when the 
market is going to hit rock bot­ 
tom. The bottom will be made 
in the next two or three months. 
Then we will go into a fairly 
good bull market.” 
The market’s retreat has been 
attributed to a variety of rea­ 
sons. These include record in­ 
terest rates, uncertainty about 
congressional action on extend­ 
ing the income surtax, appre­ 
hension 
about business pros­ 
pects, disenchantment over the 
lack of substantial progress in 
the Vietnam peace talks and 
worry over the heating up of the 
Middle East situation. 
When the market attained its 
1969 high on May 14. the Dow 
Jones average of 30 industrials 


stood at 968. It closed Thursday 
at 847.79 on a drop of 13.83 
points for the day. The two- 
month loss is about 12 per cent. 
Trading has been on a moder­ 
ate scale during the decline. 
Many investors have switched 
into municipal bonds, which are 
yielding' income of about 8 per 
cent against an average of 4 per 
cent for common stocks. 
High interest rates are mak­ 
ing it very costly for corpora­ 
tions to raise money. For ex- 
ple, Southern Bell Telephone & 
Telegraph Co. sold $150 million 
of debentures Wednesday at a 
record interest cost of slightly 
more than 8 per cent. 
The rise in interest rates to 
record levels was triggered by 
the Federal Reserve Board’s 
clamping down on the amount 
of money available for lending 
to banks and increasing its in­ 
terest rate in an effort to stem 
inflation. The banks, in turn 
boosted rates. 
“The market d e c l i n e is 
something we have been antici­ 
pating for six months,” said 
Harold Dorsey, chairman of Ar­ 
gus Research Corp., a New 
York investment advisory or­ 
ganization. 
“When 
you have 
tight money—one of the tightest 
situations 
this 
century—it’s 
bound to have an effect on busi­ 
ness. 
“I say that there is nothing to 
tell how deep we are going to 
go. It’s too early to define the 
depths of the valley or the 
breadth of the valley.”
